Blaine went mi bis knees 
to Mr. James Mulligan at the Itiggs 
Hoii.se, in the city of \Va>liiii;;loii, 
and, with prayers and tlireats ol i oiii- 
niitliiig suicide, soiiglit to examine a 
package containing Mftcen of bis let- 
ters which was in Muligan's posses- 
sfon. Mulligan yielded to the pitiful 
and abject entreaties. Blaine golthe 
package, pledging his word of honor 
(which he broke) to give it back. 
Examining Ibe contents, be found 
that thougli they wei-e very bad they 
were not the worst lie liad expected, 
lie had written other letters which, 
to his great relief, he did not find 
among them. Me was an aspirant 
for {\u'. I'resideiitial nominal ion of 
the Itepublican National ConvciUioii 
which was to meet at Cincinnati on 
June M, and lielioving that copies of 
the contents of the package existed, 
although lie had secured the origi- 
nals, and that tlitoy w'ould become 
public before the Convention, here- 
solved on a (diaracteristieally aii- 
daiious i-oiirse — to pnlilinli llieni 
himself as the lesser of two evils. 
Soon the 5lh of .luue, in the House 
of Representatives, lie rose and said : 
''1 aiu not afral(i to show the let- 
ters, Thank God Almighty lam not 
a^harood to show tlieni.*' 

.Vnd llieii lie leuil tlicm to the 
Iluuge, and at the end of the n ailing, 
by an arrangemeni manifestly ]ire- 
concertcd with his friend, Mr. Ku- 
gone Hale, of Maine, hu had a dia- 
logue with that gunlleniaM, in wliii li 
the House and fiie country were giv- 
en to iiiiili'i'-land that the lil'leen eoni- 
priscd all of his letters Ihul Mulligan 
held, controlled or knew Of that were 
disreputable— ''every solitary scrap 
and scriniptiuu, as the chiidruu siiy,°' 
was his expression. '"Tiio man (M iit- 
ligan)dld his wonit,"hesaid "the very 
worst he I'mild.mil of ilie inosi inii. 
mate l)ii^iiies> em rcspiiiideiu e of niy 
life." 

Afiereight years M*- MuHiguu now 
gives to the public liflccu more letters 
of Mr. Blaine "as a duty to Ids follow 
country men." We have printed them 
in full. There is loarceiy one which 
does not contain damning , proof of 
Mr. Illaiiie's enrruptkm aiid of the 
debasemeni to which the Republican 
party has sunt itself by noiiiinatiug 
him for President. We direct sjieidal 
attention to the letter of April Hi, 
lS7ti, i-ei|uesiuig Mr. Fislior to sign 
and return the document com|iosed 
for hi 111 by Mr. lllaine,' making false 
slatemoiits euncerniiig' Mr. Blaine's 
railroad Jobbery and designed for 
publication to help his Prpaidential 
aspirations at Cincinnati. 

The Jieople will uiidmstand now 
why Mr. Blaine "went on his knees" 
and Uireatencd suicide to m;)vc .Mr. 
Mulligan. Tliey will underslaud .Mr. 
Blaine's roliefuf mind wheu he luiiiid 
lliatthu package did uot contain bis 
letter of AprU 16 and its oiiclo8nit>. 
And they will also iiiiderstaiid the 
contempt with which for eight years 
Mr. .lames Mulligan lias regarded 
Mr. James (i.

Dur- 
mg a walk aronnd the iidand I then 
h'arueJ that fhoru are- two kinils of 
guano ; or, rather, that of wrtoin (jnali- 
ti<^H whioli all gnano ixisseHHoh winie ol 
these qualities preduuiuale in thai 
found in a given locality, while guano 
taken from ialanda differently located 
possesses in a much stronger degree 
some other essentials. Thus the gnano 
of the islands off the coast of South 
America, osposrd lie lays of a tropi- 
cal sun, wlioro tlio Kiirlaoe of the laud is 
n. vi r ouoUsl; and where rain s<rl(l(iui or 
never falls, possesses the strongest om- 
moniacal properties. Not ouly the ex- 
oretitms of birds are deposited th|sr«, but 
the birds themselves come there to die ; 
and eggs have frequently been tidtcn out 
a little below the c'rusia: which form over' 
these deposits that uio ulniont pure am- 
monia. The gnano of tliobo islands hu« 
a strong, pungi-nt odor, and is white and 
light brown in color. But the guano ot 
the ialands ol the iipnthern Pacific is 
made of deooi^g^paed oon||^forming 
moetiy^ospUalstf Hfne Aid mai^aeia. 
It is entirely ino^roi|8/ud .'i>(^ *r^^\ ^'^'i^ 
brown color, resemblingwell-pulverized 
loam. It is bolioved thot tlie hifii, 
which lu large numbers inhabit those 
islands, living, as they du, almost en- 
tirely on fish, depasit phosphuriu acid 
on the ooral, and also leave the bones ot 
the liah, whicl they paumt eat Tliese 
decoinpose the' coral, ana ifinBiorm the 
phoAj^bates wliiobgit4ta>the giumoits 
value. The ^naii6l8s«parated from the 
coral in tho following manner : There 
is quite a force of uotives employed, 
who gather the earth in large heaps, and 
then screen it in the same manner as 
fine cool is separated from coarse. The 
screens are about eight feet by three, 
and the iron game covering them is Sine, 
allowing only the guano or fine portions 
ol the earth to pass tlirough, and leav- 
ing the ooral in the screens. Tho guano 
is then sacked, and shipixxl to Ham- 
burg, whence it is roshiiiped lo different 
parts of Europe. — Tfi>: Cali/uniian.

Mr. Bhaler, the New Enghmd geolo- 
giat, ha« given in a reoent paper an ill> 
ostration o( the. great chaogea ol tat- 
face to which oar g(obe haa been aub- 
jectod in a succession of ages. 

Ho takes Doston and its vicinity for a 
subjoot, and shows the transformation 
ixjcasioned chiolly by tho glacial period. 
Two parallel mountuiu ranges, ho says, 
once lifted their summits as high as the 
Allegheaies, the one on the north, now 
represented by the VTsltham hills, and 
the other by the Blue hills m Milton, 
oo the south. 

ThoHO were covered by a solid shoot of 
iox! two uiiloB thick in Uio glacial period, 
'riiB massive glacier ground them down 
by its power, being assistod by the sub- 
sequent action o( air and water, to tfaeir 
present level 

Parker hill in'Boxbury, Powder-Hom 
hill iu Clielsea, and Corny hill in Brook- 
lino, are made up by matorial ground by 
the ),'liii'iors from these mountains, and 
so wore the three hills for which Boston 
was originally culled Trinimiiitain, This 
same material also filled up parts of tluj 
harbor, which would oOiorwise Include 
Oambiidge, Maiden, Severe, Brookline 
and Qulttoy, nift otker nibnrban tmrns.
